TO “SHOULDER ARMS.” 


The following letter hes. been ,reseived

sidering the. subj 
cundidates for their respective’ ministries 
denominaticns at home’ have - alréady 
responded to the call of their King ani 
Country, relinquishing their churches, and 
engaging in various naval and ‘military 
capacities, from. the making of ammuni- 
tion in arsenals to chapluincies, Thai 
aré these men set apart td the ministre 
erving w righteous and holy cause with 
a solemn carnestnera and at personal sel?
